Iron Age Fort Is 


Believed Found 


Remains of Ancient Fort 


Uncovered In British 


Explorations 


LONDON, Sept. 25.—Along side 


of the road over which it is believ- 
ed William the Conqueror led his 
soldiers on their triumphant march 
to London, archaeologists have un- 
covered the remains of prehistoric 
earth works at least 2,500 years 
old. 


These excavations are just off 


Pembury road,- Tollbridge, and ac- 
cording to popular tradition were 
the ruins of a fortified camp built 
by William the Conqueror. 


Study by S. E. Wimbolt, the well 


known English archaeologist, has 
established that these earthworks 
are not of such recent building but 
rather belong to the Iron Age. 


The site is at an altitude of 420 


feet and commands a view of the 
counties of Kent, Surrey and Bus- 
sex. The digers have uncovered a 
part of an ancient floor and quan- 
tities of charcoal. 


The outer walls of the site en- 


circles 14 acres. Search is now be- 
ing made for specimens of pot- 
tery which will 
definitely 
estab- 


lish the 
identify of that ancient 


people which lived and fought in 
Kent before the time of Christ.

One reads, "Cotton Frocks Scale the Heights of Fashion." 
Another declares that "Cottons Are the Fashion." A third 
points out that "Cotton Brings Color to Court." Others insist 
that "Fashion Falls in Love with Cotton," "Cotton la Queen 
of the Summer Mode," and "Calico Enters the Bedroom." 


Evening'dresses of cotton were the height of fashion this 


season, not alone at the exclusive resorts but over the entire 
country. It is pointed out that velveteen wraps will be worn 
into the autumn and winter months, and will be most correct. 


The climb of cotton from a "pauper" material to the top- 


most peaks of style is one of the most surprising tales ever 
recorded, rivaling in sheer fascination the history of the 
romantic fiber itself. It is one in which Southern ,i$p 
should take the deepest pride and interest—for tKe^stet-y of 
cotton is a story of the South.—Holland's Maya zinc.
